THAI THE PROBE BE CONTINUED 

Framkfort, Ky.. March, 6-Th* 
Probe Committee appointed to 
investigate "the charges and 
countercharges" made by Rep- 
resentative Harvey, of Webster- 
County, and Representative 
Humphrey, of Fleming c unity, 
\ during the recent S'ate-wide 
> probition debate, submitted a 
unanimous report this afternoon 
completely exonerating Harvey 
in connection with PumphreyV 
charge*. 

The committee report entirely 
ignores the charges which were 
made by Representative Have) 
r-iative to whisky contributions 
toward Qov. Stanley's election. 
Altho it waa the general under- 
standing that it waa the commit- 
tee's doty to investigates the 
charges affecting the Oovenor, 
the report contains no word up- 
on this subject. 

The House, however, adopted 
the report without debate and 
discharged the committee. 
Members of the committee, it ii 
sai did not consider that they 
were charged, under the resolu- 
> *JM, with the dnty of probing 
the charges made by Harvey 
which preoipated Pumphrey'st'- 
tack upon him. 

Representative Harvey to- 
night issued a rtatement in 
qrhich he expresses emphatic- 
dissatisfaction with the report. 
He repeats bis charges against 
Gov. S'anlvy, sopports tbem 
an affidavit and dares the Oov- 
enor to submit to an investiga- 
tion. 

Tbe report Harvey declares is a 
'compromise' resulting from "tbe 
desperate desire of the Governor 
and his supporters to avoid bring 
ing out the truth. 

Renews Probe Demand 

Representative Harvey's state- 
ment, repeating his charges and 
renewing his demand for au in- 
vestigation of them is as follows ; 

"1 have always contended and 
have never agreed to anything 
bat a thoro and searching inves- 
tigation. I have not been so 
mucb concerned as to what the 
committee might do, or report as 
1 have about getting my deliber- 
ate traduoeis on the witness 
etand and turn on them 'the piti- 
less light of publicity.' I have 
never believed that I needed au 
inveitigation for the purpose of 
t vindicating me, but Ihave aux 
iouily sought it that it might 
condemn my accusers. I con- 
tend that the people of the State 
are entitled to have this dirt> 
deal sbowu up in all its ugliness 
by a proper mid searchiug inv.'»- 
tigation. 

"I do not know why the com- 
mittee has not seen lit to investigate 
the counter charge of mine that cer- 
tain whiskey interests have made 
large contributions to Gov. Stanleys 
campaigns The Governor immed- 
iately alter this charge of mine in the 
House rushed frantically down to the 
footlights and informed the Pike Co. 
probers that 1 was a liar and a de- 
ceiver, that I cuuld not be believed 
and that he had not received contri-

ALL HOPE GONE 
FOR AGREEMENT 

Difference of One Cent Pre- 
vents Settlement of 
Miners' Dispute 

New York, March 3.— All hope 
of negotiating an interstate wage 
agreement for the soft cold fields of 
the Middle West was virtually aban- 
doned today, when propositions of- 
fered by both operators and miners 
were voted down by the sub-com- 
mittee representing the two sides. 

Some operators and miners expec- 
ted the sub-committee later in the 
day to report a disagreement to the 
full joint conference. In this event 
a sine die adjournment of the con 
ference will likely result, and the 
United Mine Workers' policy com- 
mittee will then outline further ac- 
tion. The policy committee, if pre- 
cedent is followed, will order the in- 
ternational and district officers to en- 
deavor to negotiate agreement by 
States. 

A difference of one cent is all that 
stands between the contending forces. 
Today the mines shaved down their 
10 per cent increase demand for dead 
work and yardage to 6 per cent, and 
also cut the demand for a 20 percent, 
advance for day lobor to tO percent. 

The operators moved to cut the 
pending tonnage demand of 3 cents 
to 2 cents a ton, with proportionate 
decreases in the other demands This 
was refused by the miners and the 
operators then rejected the proposal 
of the workers.
